the law. Ability, fitness, lion 
e8ty, sobriety, and proper tests 
for public service; aud every 
public officer or servant should 
be chosen ou his merits, and in 
contests for local offices not in- 
volving party principles, we 
should not be blinded by parti- 
sansnip, but should select the 
best men for the service. 

8.— We believe in a strict aud 
impartial enforcement of law, 
and demand that all public 
officers stand for law and order, 
and we believe that all good cit- 
izens should see to it that the 
fficer« do their duty on pain of 
prompt removal from office. 

Speeches were made by M. D. 
Brown and Thos E. Finley. 
Judge Brown's speech was of 
the rousing order and was 
cheered liberally by the dele- 
gates. Mr. Finley spoke in 
acknowledgment of his nomina- 
tion, thanking the convention 
heartily and declaring that he 
would win the race and would 
be the next county judge. He 
touched, especially, on the ques- 
tion of better roads, declaring 
that the way to havo them and 
to have them on the most eco- 
nomical basis was to take the 
whole matter of public roads 
out of politics aud handle it as a 
straight business proposition. 
He dwelt on the matter of en- 
forcement of the law s generally 
"vaud, as of especial interest at 
this time, the enforcements the 
local- prohibition laws, closiug 
his remarks on this point in 
these words: 

"1 regard the bootlegger aud 
the bliud tiger a parasite oo 
society aud that all influence 
and all the power vested iu me 
as your county judge shall be 
used early in the action to en- 
force all the law;} aud especially 
agaiust the sale of liquor in 
Hopkins county. 



Nashville, Howell and Earling- 
ton, and wreckers were sent to 
the scene.

Two Patenter in Day Coachea were 
Slightly Injured- Spreading Rail* 
Cautcs Accident 



No. 51, the fast train between 
St. Louis and Nashville, South- 
bound was derailed Tuesday 
night near Adams Station about 
7 o'clock. The engine, four 
coaches and one sleeper lett the 
track and the tender overturned. 
Two men iu a day coach were in- 
jured, but it is not thought ser- 
iously. Spreading rails were the 
cause of the wreck. 

51 was behind time aud was 
running at the rate of forty-tive 
miles an hour when the accident 
occured. When the hugeeugine 
left the track it remained up- 
right, but the track was toru up 
for about a hundred yards. At 
the rate of speed the traiu was 
going and from the appearance 
of the track after the wreck it 
.seems almost a miracle that no 
one was killed outright. 

The two pasaeugers injured 
were J. W. Bacon of Swau,, la., 
aud Mr. Vau Hooser of Kentuc- 
ky. Neither is seriously injured

lohn C. Latham Dead, 

Hopkinsville, Ky., August 
—This city is deeply aai 
by the news of the death of 
C. Latham m New York City. 
He was born in Hopkinsville 
October 22, 1814, and was edu, 
cated here. At 17 years of age 
he euterened the Coufenerate 
army as a private, his first ex- 
perience being at Kt. DonelsoW 
He fought through the war un- 
der Gen. Forrest and later in 
Gen. Beauregard's command. 

After the war Mr. Latham env 
gaged in business in Memphis; 
and Hopkiusville for three years' 
and then weut to New York. Ii 
a few years he forme. I a part- 
nership of the well known bank- 
ing firm of Latham, Alexander 
& Co. He was many times aj 
millionaire and one of the oId-,h 
est members in point of mem- 
bership on the New York StOcV 
Exchange. He leaves a widofrft 
formerly Miss Elsie Gaylord, of 
Louisville, aud a little daughter. 

For thirty years Mr. Latham 
had been Hopkiusville's greatest 
benefactor. To all public enter- 
prises aud private charities he 
has been wonderfully libera. 
No call upon him ever passe 
unheeded. He owned Hoti 
Latham here, and to his geif 
osity is due the erection of 
Confederate monument in Ri 
side Cemetery.

Eat the Most Impossible Brush 
And Protect National

RECENT EXPERIMENT 



The brush eating instinct of 
tl.- Angora noat is being sncess- 
folly demonstrated on (lie Las- 
sue National Forest in California 
where they are rutting trails for 
fir-- euro's through th« bushy 
area on the slopes of ihe moun- 
tains. 

The animals, which Dumber 3,- 
hi m i , vc In- 'ii devidod in' i. I wo 
bands and under the care of tlie 
herders are grazed within cer- 
tain well defined areas so that 
their work may be consent rated 
on the brush within those limits. 
The results is that that that they 
have practically killed nearly all 
tin- brush la the course either by 
eating it up entirely, or by bark- 
ing, as in the case of the heavy 
manzanita ibusbe«. At the be- 
ginning of the experiment there 
was some doubt as to the goats 
williness to eat the manzanita, 
but it has be found that where 
there is little else tbey will just 
as readily attack it as any other 
bushes. 

p The grazing season was so late 
this year on the Lassen Forest 
that the goats did not begin 
operations until abont the mid- 
dle of June, but since theu they 
have made rapid progress and 
the result promises to be a suc- 
cess from every point of view. 
The trails will first be opened 
and then kept free of sprouts by 
the goats, saving tho ^Govern- 
ment coniderable labor in cut- 
ting them out by hand as has 
been done heretofore, while tbe 
brushy forage which otherwise 
would have been waated will 
support 8,000 goats very com- 
fortably.

The statistics of mine acci- 
dents in Illinois for the fiscal 
year ended June 80, 1908, col- 
lected by the bureau of labor 
statistics, show a total of 188 
men killed and 819 injured. All 
the non-fatal accidents reported 
were of a serious nature, inas- 
much as the mine inspectors re- 
port only those accidents which 
entail a loss of thirty days or 
more. Most of the accidents 
are reported as haviug beeu due 
to falls of roof or coal. Of the 
fatal accidents 64 were due to 
falls of rock, slate, etc., 29 to 
falls of coal, powder explosions 
killed 26, mine car accidents 85, 
shaft accideuts 4, und miscellan- 
eous causes 17. The death rate 
per thousaud, bused on tbe 
bureau's figures for the fiscal 
year, wus 2 68 iii 1908 and 2.02 
in 1^907. The number of tons 
mined for each life lost in 11)08 
was 269,248 against 21)8,850 tons 
in 1907.

Muddy River. A flatboirt was 
loaded with coal at this place 
and shipped to New Orleans, but 
the quantity is not stated. 
Again, it is reported that in 
1832 several boatloads were seut 
from the san\e vicinity to the 
same market, Another record 
is found stating that > 150,000 
bushels (or 6,000 tons) of coal 
were mined iu 1883 in St. Clair 
county aud hauled by wagous to 
St. Louis.

tteamsr in Liverpool Dock Is Gutted 
by Fire From Tunnels Forward — 
Firemsn Have Narrow Escape. 

Liverpool, Aug. It; — The Ctinarrl 
line at*»anier Lmania lies submerged 
It t ho Husktssou dork, seriously dam- 
aged, having bawl almost gutted flOW 
her tunnels forward hy Are which 
!>~oke out on board th» liner Sutur- 
day evening. 

The Are brigade of the vessel, with 
two powerful motor engines, turned 
out immediately at the first alarm and 
found the first saloon burning fiercely 
from end to eud. Despite all their 
efforts, the flames gradually worked 
forward until It reached the storage, 
consuming every partirnlar of the 
woodwork there, and tneu played 
havoe with the forehold. 

At 3 o'clock In Hie morning it was 
derided to flood the vessel by admit- 
ting water Into hor front the dock, 
■•pa she keeled over and hor funnels 
raine in contact with the cranes on 
the dock and were badly damaged. A 
half dozen firemen who were on the 
gangway at this time were thrown 
Into the water, but all were rescued. 
A fleet of tugs then was brought into 
requisition and pulled the liner up- 
right and held her until she settled 
firmly on the mud bottom. 

It was 10 o'clock In the morning 
before ahe fire was under control and 
noon before the fire brigade wa3 able 
ta relinquish their task. The second 
class quarters and the whole after 
part of the boat. Including the engine 
room, escaped Injury from the flames, 
and comparatively little damage wae 
done to the exterior of the vessel. Her 
upper part is considerably abova 
water. The first saloon skylights 
were destroyed and the decks forward 
are badly buckled.

New York. Aug. 18— Long Island 
life savers, after a six hours' battle, 
added another victory against the aea 
to their long list of remarkable res 
cues, when they brought safely to 
land the captain and crew, seven In 
all, from the three-masted schooner 
Arlington, of Boston, which went 
ashore In the driving rain and fog off 
Long Hesch, off the south shore of 
Ixing Island. The eight members of 
the crew. Madden Pleraon, a Swede, 
put off from the sihooner on a raft, 
with the hope of reaching shore with 
a line, was swept out to sea. by the 
tide and lost sight of. It it believed 
that he perished. It was at first re- 
ported that Plerson had been picked 
up five miles to the south, near Rock 
awny lleach, but this waa not borne 
out. 

Hotel Guests Cheer Rescuers. 

The wreck of the schooner waa wit- 
nessed by cheering guests of the Nas- 
sua hotel at I Xing Beach and by hun- 
dreds of cottagers, and strangely, the 
hotel was indirectly responsible for 
the vessel's plight, for Captain Ira 
Small, after having lost his bearings, 
mistook the glimmering lights in the 
tsructure for those of a liner In mid- 
ocean, and thus misled, ran aground. 

The schooner, heavily laden with 
anthracite, bound from this port for 
Mayport. Kla.. struck a sandbar 300 
yards off shore while the ram made 
the dim early morning light more Im- 
penetrable. 

Pounded by a heavy sea. while a 
terrific easterly gale was blowing, she 
began to yield Immediately. 

Iloats and life preservers went with 
the first crash, and the maats, which 
bent to the gale and appeared likely 
to go down at any moment, seemed an 
unsafe shelter to the captain. He and 
the crew accordingly climbed out on 
the bowsprit. 

Reached Wreck at Sixth Attempt. 

The life savera reached the scene 
soon after daybreak. After six futile 
attempts they got a aurf boat through 
the breakers to the wreck and ,the 
rescue of the Imperilled sailor* fol- 
lowed. No one was seriously injured. 

Guests at the Hotel Nassau and 
neighboring resorts began taking up 
subscriptions for the survivors. Two 
hundred dollars bad been collected. 

The Arlington will be a total wreck. 
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YOUNO NOTE BROKER FAILED TO 
SHOW CONSPIRACY. 



Attorney Jerome Accuse* Persch of 
Being Manipulator of a "Slmpla 
Vulgar Steal. 

New York. Aug. 18— Donald U 
Persch. the young note broker, who 
has seen indicted for grand larceny 
for the sale of mlulng stock belong- 
ing to P. Augustus Helnae, went bach 
to the Tomba. accused by District At- 
torney Jerome of being the manlpu 
lator of a "simple vulgar steal." 

Although urged to reveal the "man 
higher up," and the Intricate ramifica- 
tions in high finance which Persch 
suggested from time to time as he in 
tiraated that he had been made a cet'a 
paw, he failed utterly to say anything 
to convince Mr. Jerome that there 
was any conspiracy. 

Persch was arraigned before Judge 
Mulqueen In the Court of General 
Sessions, charged with the larceny of 
HOO.OvO worth of stock, which he Is 
alleged to have procured from the 
Windson Trust Company, where It was 
placed In good faith by M. M. Joyce, 
acting for Mr. Helnae. as collateral 
for a 850.000 loan. 

The young man's attorney Insisted 
that Persch had been victimized by 
wiser and bigger men, but his client 
refused to make any statement which 
would bear this out. 

The court refused to reduce bail 
from 8. r >0.000. and the prisoner entered 
no plea, the case going over to Mon- 
day. 



WAS HIRED TO RAID BANK 

Jacksonville Sheriff Declares Prisoner 
Was Paid $75 to Perpetrate Al- 
leged Fake. 

Jacksonville. III.. Aug. 18.— Sheriff 
Charles E. Graff gave out an alle^-d 
confession from Joe Grant, alias VI- 
i gus, the suspect held here in connec- 
tion with the alleged $2,500 . robbery 
of the .Merchants and Pamirs Flank 
of Franklin. In which Grant declares 
he was paid $75 to perpetrate a fake 
robbery. 

Getty Wright, cashier, his brother 
T. W. Wright, an employe of the 
bank, and James Tribble, a police- 
man of Franklin, are held on warrants 
charging conspiracy to defraud the 
surety company which indemnifies the 
bank against loss. 

Grant aays a man came to him in 
Springfield and employed him to carry- 
out the fake robbery. The envoy said 
$2,500 of the bank'a funds had been 
lost In bucket shop operations, and it 
waa necessary to account for the 
money. 

Grant aaya a Springfield bartender 
got $25 for recommending him for the 
Job. and his employer gave him the 
revolver be bad when he Jumped 
through the window after the alleged 
robbery. A weapon and $75 were 
found on Grant by the police when he 
was captured. 



Thaw in Matteawan Again. 

Matteawan. N. Y.. Aug. 18.— Harry 
K. Thaw moved back to the asylum 
here today for an indefinite stay. Two 
keepers who had been aent to White 
Plains for the slayer of Stanford 
White, after Justice Mills had decided 
him still demented, brought him back.

New York. Aug. 10 —C. Foster WB 
lard, who has been making successful 
flights with Olenn IS. Curtis*' aero- 
plane, had a thrilling race with an 
automobile while flying near Mlneo- 
lft. L. I. 

Willard had made Ave sweeping cir- 
cle* when he noticed that a motor 
car 30 feet below him wa,s racing to 
bis landing place. The aeroplane kad 
been covering less than 40 mile* an 
hour, but ae the car shot ahead Wil- 
lard moved up hi* motor a few point*, 
kept even with the car, and then dart- 
ed ahead, winning a mile apurt by 
good margin.
